As ExPOSLITIiON of certain Autient Words found in 
Domeſday-Book, and other Old Records and Charters, 
for the better underſtanding of ſome Paſſages in the en- 
ſuing Treatiſe. | | 


Baerones, Barons, The Citizens or Men of London, who (as Matthew Paris, A. D. „ he 


1253. ſays) for the Dignity of the City, and antient Liberties of the Citizens, 
were wont to be called Barons. And the ſame Author in A. D. 1258. ſays, That being 
ſent to London, convocaverunt totius Civitatis Cives quant Barones vocant. Alſo the 
Cirizens of Jor and Cheſter, the Burgeſſes of Warwick, and of other eminent Cities and 
Towns that were Endowed with large and Royal Privil , were called Barons. But 
this is a Norman Word, and ſeems to have come hither with the Conqueror; for the 
Citizens or Burgeſſes of theſe, or other Places, were not ſo termed in Dome/day-Book : 
Therefore they muſt have that Title fince, as Sir Henry Spe/man truly informs us. But 
the word Barones, in the Charter to London, ſeems to mean the better ſort of Citize 
that is, the Guardians or Aldermen of the Wards; for the words are, Er Barones 
Cives; which put a Diſtinction between the Greater and Ordinary Citizens. Nor was 
this Appellation uſed [here in England only; for the Citizens of Orleans, and Bourges 
in France are ſo called.

Blodewyta, a Mulct or Amerciament for drawing Blood. Vide the Charter of 


King R. 1. to Portſmouth. 

Budtol, chat is, Bridge-Toll, or Money paid for paſſing over a Btidge. 

Childwite, the ſame with Lezrwyte, i. e. Money paid, or a Puniſhment for corrupting 
a Bondmaid. 

Craumerſa, is a Village or ſmall Place over againſt Wa/lingford-Caſtle, where there 
was an Anti-Caftle or Fortreſs, built to reſtrain and keep in the Garriſon in that Caftle 
in the time of King Sehen. This appears by the great Ditches and Trenches to be 
ſcen betore the Place, ' where the great Caſtle-Gate was. 

Danegeld, this is Tax or Money impoſed and levied for defence of the Nation 
againſt the Danes; or rather an annual Tribute paid to or for them, that they might 
abſtain from Rapine, Burning and Slaughter.

Si quis forinſecus Burgenſem de re aliqua appellaverit, non poteſt ſuper Burgenſem

Ewaglum, This word is often uſed in antient Charters for Aquagium, an Aqua- 
Dutt, or Water Paſſage. 
 Folkeſmot, From Folc, People, or as they are often called Fo/ke , and More, a 
Meeting, or Convention: A Convention and Court of the People, which in Shires and 
Counties was, and now is, the Sheriffs-Turn, and in Cities and Burroughs may be 
called the Burgh-Mste or Sheriffs-Court. 

Gereſuma or Gereſgieue, is properly an Income or Fine paid for the entrance up- 
on ſome Place, Eſtate or Office. In the Charter of 51 H. 3. to Wallingford, it ſignifies 
plainly a Bribe, or Money given to the King's Officer, to connive at, and not to proſe- 
ſecute thoſe that gave it, in Criminal Caſes. 

Gilda, a Society or Company, as Gilda Mercatoria, a Trading Society, a Company 
of Buyers and Sellers. 

Pang or Hage, a Houſe or Dwelling. | 

anſa, from th? Germa d Hanſe, which fignifies a Society. 

- Huſtengus or Huſtengum, either from Hus a Houſe, «nd Ting or Thing, i. e. 
Cauſe, a Houſe nhre Car es were tryd; or from the Saxon Word 9 ot Pyhſta 
Sapremum, Higheſt; ind Thing Fudicium, a Court or Judgment, according to Mr. Som-

Namium, or Naamium, is the attaching, diſtraining or taking of moveable Goods. 

Paagium, any Tribute, or Payment, from the French Word Paier, and ours, to pay, 
or perhaps the fame Word with Paſſagium, the double ſ being left out, by the Ignorance 
of the Scribe, and ſo the Word Paagium retained. | 

Paſſagium, Money paid for Paſſage over Bridges, Gates, c. which may be called 
Gare- Ioll, Bridge-Tall, &c. 

Pontagium, Toll paid for Paſſage over Bridges with Horfes, Carriages, &c. and 
under them, with Boats, Ships, Cc. 

otſoka, the Extent of Juriſdiction or Liberty from without the Gates of the City. 
enuardo, Regard, Cc. There were in the King's Foreſts certain Officers called

Scotaliam, Scotale, from S:or, a Gathering or Shot, and A/e in the common 
fignification. Theſe Scotales were Abuſes put upon the People, by the King's Offi- 
cers, who invited them to drink Ale, and then collected Money of them, to the end the 
ſaid Officers ſhould not vex or inform againſt them for any Crime they bad committed, 


or ſhould commit. 

Sollagium, or Seldagium, a Payment for ſtanding in a Shed. 

Stallagio, a Payment tor a Stall, or a Right to have one in Fairs, or Markets

Qtion the Mayor and ſeveral of the Maſters of the Hoſpital went about Ab:ngdon to 
defire Perſons Voices for Mr. Harcourt, and that he excepted againſt ſome Votes; 
but the Mayor ſaid, All ſhould be polled that were for Mr. Harcourt. 

Ant. Atherton ſaid, That the Morning before the Election the Mayor asked him to 
drink a Mug of Ale with him, and afterwards asked him to vote for Mr. Harcourt, 
and the ſaid Atherton ſaying he was for the Petitioner, the Mayor anſwered, It ſigni- 
fied nothing; for if the Petitioner had never ſo many Voices, he ſhould not fit in the 
Houſe : For it was thought Mr. Harcourt would be Speaker. And the Mayor further 
ſaid, If the Petitioner would deſiſt he would pay him his Charges; and that the Mayor 
had ſaid twenty times he would do his Endeavour for Mr. Harcourt. 

Mr. Tompkins and Mr. Medlicot ſaid, When the Poll was ſhut up, the Mayor pro- 
mis d a Scrutiny at Three in the Afternoon, and that as to the Right it was agreed 
to go according to the laſt Reſolutions of this Houſe, viz.

That the Petitioner accordingly attended the Mayor at Three of the Clock, when 
the Petitioner propoſed three Perſons to examine the Books on his part, two of 
whom were Mr. Se/wood the Mayor's Father, and Mr. Medlicot the Counſellor, thoſe 
two being the only Maſters of the Hoſpital that were for the Petitioner; That Mr. Har- 
court excepted to both of them, but next Day the Mayor agreed Mr. Se/wood ſhould 
be one; That Mr. Harcourt ſaid he would refer it to ſome of the Gentlemen in the 
Room, there being preſent Mr. B/acka/ler, Mr. Cawdry, Mr. Rawlins, and the Town- 
Clerk; That the Mayor, upon any Queſtion by the Petitioner's Friends, would apply 
himſelf to Mr. Harcourt firſt, and then give his Anſwer. But on the whole Matter 
in Fa& there was no Scrutiny by any preſent on behalf of the Petitioner, though ic 
did not appear that the Mayor had denied the Petitioner to be preſent.

Mr. Winter ſaid, That about the 18th of Auguſt laſt he was in the Mayor's Com- 
pany at Mr. Vincent's, who asking who was Eletted, the Mayor ſaid the Petitioner 
was, and that was the Cauſe he had not made the Return before that time.

That the Petitioner told him, if he was a Parliament man he ſhould be a Commiſ- 
ſioner of Exciſe, and that would be worth 1500 J. a Year to him, which he reckoned 
thus: viz, Sallary 800 J. a Year, Perquiſits 200 J a Year; and ſaid, That what the 
Petitioner could do, and make the Officers of the Exciſe do, would be worth 500 J. 
a Year more to him. That the ſaid Mr. Rawlins told the Petitioner, he thought 
Mr. Se/wood would not believe him. He told him, Yes; for he had promis'd to re- 
mit 300 J. that he owed him, whether he the ſaid Petitioner had the Place or not:

Mr. Hagb Kate ſaid, That at the Election of Knights of the Shire he met with the 
Petitioner, and he telling the Petitioner that he did ill to oppoſe Mr. Harcourt, the 
Petitioner {aid he ſtood for his own Intereſt, depending upon it, that if he carry'd it 
he ſhould be a Commiſſioner of the Exciſe; and thereupon Mr. John Fennings anſwer- 
ed, If that be your Intention, the Country ought to take care whom they chooſe. 

That the Council for the Sitting Member then produced before the Committee 10 
Convictions of the Petitioner before the Commiſſioners of Exciſe, two of which were 
ſince the Election, and one of them upon his own Confeſſion. 

Charles Mortimer ſaid, That Mr. Watkins ſolicited Votes for the Petitioner, and re- 
ported, that the Petitioner was promiſed a Place in the Exciſe-Office, and told the ſaid 
Mortimer he ſhould have a Place there himſelf, if he would be for the Petitioner. 

Richard &ly, Foſeph Stockwell, and Mr. J. Buſh teſtified, That at the News-Houſe 
in Abingdon, a ptetty while before the Election, a Letter was produced and read, and 
ſubſcribed Charles Medlicot, by which it was defired to the Effect following, viz. That 
an Intereſt might be made for the Petitioner againſt Mr. Harcourt, 1 2

Burgus de Abingdon, 
diſaffected Perſon, and if he got into the Houſe, he would go nigh to be Speaker; and 


it Mr. Harcourt was put by, it would be a great Service to them, for that the Lords 


of the Admiralty would protect their Watermen or Bargemen from being preſs'd ; and 
that they ſhould have ſome of the Lord of Oxford's Regiment, if they deſired the ſame, 
ard, if they deſired, ſhould have no Soldiers quartered upon the Town. And Mr. Bu/h 
{1id he brought the Letter from Old Mr. Medlicot's, and it was directed to Tho, Med- 
licot Eſq; and that John Buſh voted for the Petitioner. 

That as to the matter of Scrutiny, the Sitting Member's Council called ſeveral 
Witneſſes, viz. 

Mr. Knapp and Robert Blackaller, who ſaid, That Mr. Harcourt was very willing 
to have a Scrutiny, and named Mr. B/ackaller, Mr. Rawlins, and Mr. Cawdry to exa- 
mine the Books on his part: But the Petitioner named Mr. Se/lwood and Mr. Medlicot 
to be two to inſpe& on his part; which Mr. Harcourt did not think proper, the firſt 
being the Petitioner's Father-in-law, and the other a Counſellor at Law, and ſo above 
thoſe for the Sitting Member. | 

Mr. B/ackaller further ſaid, That it was agreed by the Candidates, that all who re- 
ceived Weekly, Monthly, Quarterly, or Yearly Charity, ſhould have no Votes; but 
that ſuch who received only caſual Charity ſhould have Votes. That Mr. Harcourt 
told the Petitioner, that whether he had any of the Governours of the Hoſpital or no, 
he ſhould have the Inſpection of the Books. That Mr. Harcourt propoſed to leave it 
to the Common Council, but that was not conſented to neither. That thereupon 
Mr. Harcourt's Friends retired to a Houſe, and caſt np the Poll, and ſent for the Church 
Books and Churchwardens Books, and ſcrutinized as carefully as they could, and found 
that Mr. Harcourt had by a conſiderable Number the Majority of good Voices; and 
that when the Mayor Return'd he examin'd both Polls, and was ſatistied that Mr. Har- 
court had a Majority; That the next Morning Mr. Harcourt met them again, and then 
there were further Propoſals made, and Mr. Harcourt accepted of Mr. Se/wood , but 
then they could not agree to come to Mr. Harcourt's Lodgings; thereupon Mr. Harcourt 
agreed to go to a third Place, but ſaid, he and the Petitioner would be preſent, and 
upon that the Scrutiny then went off. That the Day before the Return, the Mayor 
{id he was well ſatisfied, and would Return Mr. Harcourt. That the Afternoon the 
Poll was Inſpected, and there were preſent himſelf and Mr. Raw/ins, Mr. Cawdry and 


Mr. Eh, but no body for the Petitioner, nor could he ſay the Petitioner had notice. 
That he believed the Occaſion of the Delay of the Return was, that the Mayor was 


ſo nearly related to the Petitioner, he having married the Mayor's Siſter, 

Richard Cawdry ſaid, That Atherton at the King's Head told him, that he never heard 
the Mayor ſay that he would Return Mr. Harcourt right or wrong, but it was Babble 
of his own raiſing , yet ſince he had ſaid it, he muſt ſtand hy it. 

Then the Sitting Member's Council proceeded to diſqualify ſeveral of the Petitioner's 
Vorers, and inſiſted that 16 Perſons that voted for the Petitioner had received conſtant 


Relief; and all of them but 3 were given up by the Petitioner. And as for thoſe 2, 


Mr. Rawlins teſtified, That ohn Bury received conſtant Alms from the Hoſpital, and 
Weſton and Duffn, the other 2, are down for the 2 laſt Years for Blacknal/s Charity. 

That then the Council for the Sitting Member proceeded upon Inmates, and under- 
took to diſqualify 65, that had voted for the Petitioner, and gave Evidence as to 64 
under that Head: And as to 21 of that Number (in the Report named) there was no 
Evidence offered by the Petitioner to Jjuſtifie them, and ſo were given up by him. And 
as to the remaining 45, the Evidence was as follows, v1z. 

Mr. Cawdry ſaid, That John Butler declared to him his Daughter was the Houſe- 
keeper, and that ſhe Receives, and Pays, and drives the Trade of a Button-maker. That 
Fra. Garret lives in a lower Room in his Mother's Houſe. Tho. Gunnyman hath but 
one Room in the Houſe where he lives. Abr. Pye lives with his Mother-in-law. Ro. 
Pye lives in a Chamber over his Brother Mallard, and has no Fire- place. T. Shadwe/! 
lodges with his Mother. J. Hemmines lives in the ſame Houſe with William Stevens. 
William Parker is an Inmate to his Mother. William Lewis lives in part of a Houſe 
with Widow Tonkins, and pays her Rent. Michael Megoe rents part of J. Parker's 
Houſe. IT. Philps has made all over to his Children, and his Son Benjamin is the 
Houſekeeper. John Tubb lives in a little Back-Room formerly a Stable. Robert 
Franklin has let all his Houſe but a Chamber. James Hawkins lives in a Room of 
his Father's Houſe. Edward Bradley in part of J. Raro/ins's Houſe. T. Prior behind 
Goody Harding's, in a part once a ſmall Buttery. W://;am Holder in what was a Malt- 
houſe*behind Mr. Medlicot's. And that Richard Philips liv'd in London; but twas 


acknowledged his Wife was a Houſe-keeper in Abingdon. 
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William Brown teſtify'd, That J. Lyford ſtood always warned out of Town, and was 
gone fince the Election. Mic. Baden was a fingle Man, and no Houſe-keeper at the 
time of the Election. Abr. Evans a Lodger at his Mother's. J. Smith liv'd with his 
Father and Mother. I/aac Evans, Ant. Weſton, and Richard Hacklin are Inmates. 
Michael Rawlins ſaid, That /. Webbs had made his Eſtate over to his Son, and 
believes the Son is Houſekeeper, becauſe the Trade is in him. Richard Hatheril's Son 
has the Trade, and all paſſes in his Name. Edward Lydyard was a Servant in London 
about a Year ago, and came to Abingdon a little before the Election, and lives with 
another Man. Richard Smith lives in a Bulk, is a Shopkeeper, but has no Houſe. 


| Robert Middleton a Lodger at Widow Porter's. Jobn Porter jun. lives with his Fa- 


ther. Avery Matthew was no Houſe-keeper at the Election. I. Turner no ſetled In- 
habitant, and had but 2 Rooms. Fra. Hebord lives in Widow King's Houſe, who 
has a Leaſe from the Town. Andr. Plat and his Son live in the ſame Houſe, though 
both voted for the Petitioner. J. Grace in part of a Houſe with Lydyard. Hugh Stacy 
with his Father. He had a Warrant from the Mayor to remove F. Bedford. Ant. 
Weld lives with his Father, and Diets with his Brother. Richard Smith (Oxon) was 
ſent for to give Security, which not being done, an Order was ſent to remove him: 
And that 7of. Moulder and Richard Belcher are Inmates. | 

Then the Council for the Petitioner inſiſted, That they would juſtify the Votes of 
John Bury, V. Weſton, and Hum. Duffin, attempted to be taken off as receiving con- 
{tant Relief. And alſo the 43 Votes not given up by them, and attempted to be taken 
off as Inmates, Lodgers, and Dwelling in parts of Houſes : And called 

Mr. Courtyn the —_ who ſaid, That Daſin and Weſton did not receive of Black- 
nall's Gift till laſt Chriſlmaz; tho he could not deny but their Names were put 
down at the lower End of the Liſt for 1697. And 

Benj. Tompkin ſaid, That Fobn Bury did not receive conſtant Alms before the Ele- 
Aion, but only occafionally when he was fick, upon application to the Juſtices ; but 
he acknowledged he was relieved 3 times within theſe 12 months. And as to the In- 
mates, Lodgers, and ſuch as were not Houſekeepers, he ſaid, 

That William Lewis was a Houſekeeper, and Tenant to him for an entire Houſe, and 
that Widow Tompkins does not live in that Houſe. That Andr. Plat is a Houſekeeper, 


and dwells in a diſtin Tenement, and his Son lives next to him in another Houſe ; 


but that they have one common Entry from the Street. That (as told) Porter's Houſe 
was given him by his Father. W. Holder is a 2 and his Tenant at 40 5. 
Rent, and was there a Fortnight before the Election. . Shadwell keeps the Houſe, 
and his Mother lives with him, having nothing to live by but her Son's Labour, ex- 
cept 12d. a Week from the Hoſpital ; yet acknowledg'd tis his Mother's Houſe, ſhe 
being Tenant to the Hoſpital. Robert Middleton a Houſekeeper, he buying Provitions, 
yet could not ſay whether it was Middleton's Houſe or Widow Porter's. And that 
Smith, Wells, and Tubb are Houſekeepers. That Hebord has a Family, and the great- 
eſt part of the Houſe; that a Widow Woman liv'd in the other part, but was not 
privy to the ContraQ. | 

r. Courtin ſaid, That Richard Smith (Oxon. his Family lives in Abbingdon, and 
tho' he works at Oxon. comes home once a Week, That W. Wells ſen. is a Houſe- 
keeper, and has been for 5 or 6 Years, and his Son a Servant under him, but had alſo 
a Houſe and Shop at 2 

Charles Hughes ſaid, that T. Phipps is an antient Inhabitant, dut ſometime fince being 
afraid of his Creditors, was reported colourably to make over his Effects to his Son. 
That T. Gunnyman lives in a Houſe antiently divided into 3 or 4 parts, and he lives in 
a 4th part. That Franklin is a Houſekeeper in his own Houſe, but had let out the 
Fore-part. That Phi/ips's Wife keeps an Inn; and tho? he has an Office at London, yet 
now and then viſits his Wife at Abingdon. That C/ifford's Name is charged for Taxes. 
James Hawkins a Houſekeeper, pays Scot and Lot, is a Butcher, has a Wife and 
Children, and his Father lives with him; but can't ſay who has property in the Houſe. 
Bradly is a Houſe-keeper, has a Wife, Cc. and his part has been divided from William: 
11 Years. Richard Hacklin is a Malſter, and has the principal part of the Houſe, tho' 
a Widow lives in the Forepart: 5 Bedſord jun. is a — . c.

but could not ſay he received Bread or Money. William Hollis and Robert Davis re- 
ceived from 23 May 1697. to Eaſter following: but could not fay they had received 
fince. And Ambroſe Cheney receiv d Mr. Claytons Gift weekly for many Years, it was 4 
Penny Loaf; but he was Pariſh-Clark, and his Office worth 20 /. a Year. 

Mr. Courtein ſaid, That Richard Weeks had received Bread weekly for ſeveral Years 
of Blacknalls Gift, as Charity; but acknowledged he was Pariſh-Clark, and liv'd in a 
Houſe of his own. 

And as to Inmates, Hughes ſaid, That Iſaac Harris had but one Room in of. Bur- 
ler's Houſe. F. Hawkins had let all his Houſe but a Garret, in which he liv'd, and 
had not paid Taxes for ſeveral Years. F. Barker, and one Nic. Mago. are Partners 5 
but it was Barker's Houſe. J. Bednall lives in a back part of Coxe's Houſe ; but it 
was an intire Houſe, F. Hewet liv'd in part of Fox's Houſe with two more Inhabitants, 
but he had ſeveral Rooms, and paid 4 or 5 J. a Year, and had a ſeparate way out. And 
that I illiam Hunt lived there, and voted for the Petitioner. T. Holloway lives in the 
back part of the 3 Pigeons with two others; but Holloway's Name is in the Book for 
Taxes. Nat. Hart lives in the New Inn with his Brother; but the Houſe has been di- 
vided ſeveral Years, and Hart's Name is on the Tax-Book. John Eccleſton ſen. & — 
liv'd both in one Houſe, and both polled for Mr. Harcourt, but were willing to allow 
one. V. Batt an Inmate with one Helltood, who did not poll. Tho. Bacon an Inmate 
with Tubb, who voted for the Petitioner. 55 Oliver an Inmate behind John Hall, is 

odged there in Aſſize- time. 

Richard Clark ſaid, That Richard Fletcher ſen. lodges with his Son, and pays him 9 J. 
a Year, as the Old Man told him; but acknowledg'd the Young Man paid all the King's 
Taxes, and was down in the Pariſh-Book. That R. Hudſon and J. Belcher are ſingle, 
and live with their Fathers or Mothers. J. Holmes lives in part of a Houſe that Thom- 
pſon rents; but it has been divided about three quarters of a Year, Mark Carter lives 
with one Thompſon, who keeps a Tavern, but could not tell who took the Houſe, 

T. Fletcher ſaid, That Robert Styles was an Inmate, and has part of a Houſe divided 
into 3 parts; and that T. Wilkins lives with his Mother. 

Simon Harding ſaid, That Mr. Brown lives in part of a Houſe divided into two, but 
could not ſay but both were Houſekeepers ;. and Richard Lovegrove liv'd in the other 
part, and both voted, tho* they have but one Street- Door. 

Mr. Tompkins ſaid, That Ant. Talbot and Charles Gerrard live both in one Houſe, 
and both poll'd for Mr. Harcourt. That Richard What is a fingle Man, and lives at one 
End of a Houſe, and Edward Lindſey at the other, and both voted for Mr. Harcourt, 
but acknowledg'd there were two diſtin Doors, and that it had been divided five or 
y Fund. Ihr James Porter lives with his Mother, who pays the Rent, as the Land- 

ord told him. 

That then Mr. Harcourt's Council were heard to juſtify his Votes, and called 

Foſeph Stockwell, who ſaid he asked Hughes what reaſon he had to object againſt 
ſeveral of Mr. Harcourt's Votes, he ſaid, pins came out, and entred them down 
but he did not intend to inſiſt on it.

R. Hudſon is a Houſe keeper : And gave the like Evidence, as to Iſaac Harris, J. Bel. 
chier, Ant. Talbot, J. Oliver, J. Hawkins, J. Barker, ------ Mayo, J. Holmes, T. Bed- 
well, Ja. Porter, J. Hewer, V. Preſton, F. Pullen, T. Bacon, V. Batt, V. Brown, 
T. Holloway, ---- Hart, and Robert Stiles. | 

Richard Ely ſaid, That Richard Lovegrove is a Houſekeeper, and lives in a Tenement 
diſtinct for 20 Years. That Tho. Wilkins is a Houſeketper, and keeps his Mother, and 
that Richard Wyat lives in a diſtin Tenement.

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ceived any Money, that he had received nothing of any body for his Voice ; but faid,

William Windon ſaid, that at the Election Day he went to the Market-Hall, and was 
for Mr. Mayne, and that they would let in only who they thought fit: And that the 
Marquiſs of Curmart ben came up to him, and ſaid he would make an Example of 
him, and fhook his Fiſt ar him. PEN CY * 

Tho. Todd and ohn Pratt, the two Conſtables, ſaid, the Marquiſs of Carmarthen 
did threaten to ruin them, and fetch them up, if they did not return Mr. Herbert. 

. Lindon and W. Cox ſaid, that Harry Goodſon that was for Mr. Mayne was made 
drunk by Mr. Herbert's Friends, and did not vote at all. t 

That for the Sitting Member was called 

Charles Noy, who ſaid, that there were ſeveral Perſons of Quality at this Election as 
was uſual, and named the Marquiſs of Carmarthen, the Earl of Abingdon, Mr. Whar- 
ton, and Coll. Godfrey. | 

William Church ſaid, that Mr. Wharton, Sir Tho. Lee, and other Gentlemen being 
at his Houſe the 14th of September, the Fair-Day, and Mr. Summer fell into a Paſſion, 
and asked if all there were not Friends, and asked if he was not he would declare. 
Whereupon he ſaid Sir Thomas Lee was ſure of his Voice, but he would reſerve his 
Voice as to the other. Thereupon Mr. Whartox ſaid, Church fir down, we have no 
need of your Voice: I bid defiance to any Gentleman that ſhall oppoſe us here. But 
Church did confeſs that Mr. Wharton did tell Mr. Summer that was not his buſineſs. 

Charles Noy and John Higgins ſaid, they were Conſtables laſt Year, and choſen by 


the Leer, and yet were put out at the Seſſions before they had ſerved their Year, though 


never ſummoned nor petitioned againſt, nor had defired to be diſcharged, and two o- 
thers (ſtrong Men for Sir Tho. Lee and Mr. Mayne) made Conſtables. 

And Burman ſaid, Mr. Dormer was in the Chair of the Seſſions, 

Charles Noy and Norris Fines ſaid, that the Scrutiny was adjourned from Monday:

That the Right of the Bedford Charity-men to vote was controverted by the Petitio- 
ners and Sitting Members : And as to that matter it appeared ; 

That John Bedford by his Will made the 1 2th of July 9 H. 7. alotted Lands of about 
120 J. a Year, for the Repair of the High-ways about Ade and to be dealt in 
Alms to Blind People, Crooked, Sick, and Poor People. 

In 39 Elia. there was an Act of Parliament for ſettling this Charity, by which the 
ſaid Truſt is veſted in 9 Perſons, who are made a Corporation, and impowered to act 
in the Diſpoſition of the ſaid Charity according to the Will of Mr. Bedford, and are to 
have perpetual Succeſſion by the Name of the Surveyors of the High-ways of Ailesbury 
in the County of Bucks. 

Thar this Charity accordingly every St. Thomas's Day is diſtributed by the Feofees to 
the Poor of Ailesbury by 2s. 24. 6 d. 35. 4s. or 5 5. a piece, or ſuch ſmall Sums, 
and is commonly continued to the ſame Perſons for their Lives; but tis diſcretionary 
in the Feofees to change che Perſons as they think fit: And for this Charity every three 
Years they account to the Biſhop of Lincoln. | © 

That i, alſo appeared by the Teſtimony of Robert Holland, who had lived in Ale, 
bury 48 Years, and of Alexander Dover, who has known Ailesbury above 40 Years, 
and of Henry Munday, who was born in Ailesbury in 1652. and has known ſeveral 
Elections, That theſe Men who received the Bedford Charity were always admitted 
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to vote, and could not ſay their Votes wele refus'd upon any Election. | 

But John Heywood ſaid, that at the Election in King Zames's time, when Sir Tho; 
Lee and Sir Richard Ingoldsby ſtood againſt Sir William Egerton and Mr. Anderſon, the 
Bedford-men were polled with a Quære, and their Votes not allowed upon 067.54 + and 
Sir William Egerton and Mr. An —_— were Returned, who with the Bedford-men, 
Sir Tho, Lee, and Sir Richard Ingo/dsby, did then inſiſt, that the Bedford-men had a 
Right to vote.

That the Petitioner Mr. Mayne's Council, who were alſo for Sir Tho. Lee, inſiſted, 
that ſeveral who had a Right to vote, and did offer to vote for Sir Tho. Lee and 
Mr. Mayne, were refuſed by the Conſtables, and that others who had vored tor 
Mr. Herbert and Mr. Darmer had no Right to vote. And that Robert Eggleſton did 
come and firſt give his Vote for Sir Thomas Lee and Mr. Mayne, but was not put down 
ſo ; but afterwards his Poll was taken for Mr. Herbert and Mr. Dormer.

Thomas Bigg and John Ivory ſaid, that Robert Crocker came to Ailesbury at Lady- 
Day, or not long before; that he is a Scotchman, and before carry'd a Pack; that tho 
he had Rented 10/. a Year in Houſe and Land of ſeveral Perſons, he had been warn'd 
out by the Juſtices, as not ſettled by the Statute. | 

Peter Wilkins and Richard Talboys ſaid, that Brazier paid 3 s. 6d. per Week for 
his Board; and Dover his Landlord bid him provide himſelf a Bed, a Loaf, and piece 
of Cheeſe, and take a part of a Houſe. and he ſhould have a Vote; and that he re- 
moved three or four _ before the Election, and fince he returned to Dover's again. 

William Spencer ſaid, that Edw. Pariſh was a Servant to one Dareny of — 
and Rented a Cellar of Beer of him; and a little before the Election ſaid, he wou 
take a Houſe, and have a Voice; and that he lay at his Maſter's Houſe before the 
Election, and ſince; and that he and one Whize, in the ſame Circumſtances, who 
would have voted for Mr. Herbert and Mr. Dormer ejected at the ſame time. And 
faid, that Rob. Hitchcock had two Houſes of - own in the Town, but the one was 
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Empty, and the other was Let; and that he warned him to Watch as the next Neigh-

John Gutteridge ſaid, that Robert Hitchcock had kept Houſe ſince Michae/mar, but 
livd with his Mother before, and at the time of the Election. 
Thomas Bigg, Fobn Ivory, and Fohn Heywood ſaid, that William Forbes and Iſaac 
Gullet were disbanded Soldiers, and Scorchmen, that 7 had been in Ailesbury abdut 


fix Months; that they had been warn'd out, but the Juſtices had a difficulty upon 
them about removing them; that Forbes lived with a Woman, as his Wife, who was 
formerly an Inhabitant. TIE 

Richard Heydon ſaid, that Thomas Williams was no Houſeholder, but lived with 
Whitchurch, that Williams in the Election before offered to vote, and was deny'd by 
Mr. Mayne's Agent, and the Conſtables polled Whitchurch, and Williams and Whit- 
church did reſpectively live in the ſame pact of the Houſe they held at that Election. 

Richard Talboys ſaid, that Williams was no Houſekeeper, but lived with Whitchurch, 
and Whitchurch built the Houſe. And as to Gyles, it was admitted he came by Certi- 
ficate; but he was there the Chriſtimas before the Election. | 

Thomas Kempſter ſaid, that Charles Noy had been a good Houſe-keeper fix or ſeven 
Years, and Conſtable three or four Year ago, and Rents 50 l a Year, and Watches and 
Wards, and pays all Dues, that he lives in a Victualling-Houſe with his Mother, but 
in an Apartment ſeparate to himſelf, and could not tell in whoſe Name the Licenſe 
was. 

That the Council for Mr. Herbert and Mr. Dormer demanded Allowance for Eden. 
Taylor, who they ſaid was refuſed as a Minor. And Samuel Higgins produced a Cer- 
tificate of the Regiſter, by which it appear'd, that Edt. Taylor was Baptized the 24 
of June 1677. And he ſaid, that the ſaid Taylor tendred his Vote for Mr. Herbert 
and Mr. Dormer, but was refuſed to poll as Under-Age. And a Licenſe was procured 
in his Name 26 April 1698. 

That the Council for Mr. Herbert and Mr. Dormer then objected to 7 that voted 
for Sir Thomas Lee and Mr. Mayne, viz. Rob. Peyton, F. Ellis jun. F. Sheppard, N. 
Meadon, Rob. Holland, Alex. Duncomb, Matth. Aſhley. But Peyton and Meadon ha- 
ving received the Bedford-Charity, they needed not to trouble the Houſe with Evi- 
dence relating to them. And as to the other 5, the Evidence was thus. 

Mr. Brooks and Mr. Higgins ſaid, that John Ellis jun. was no Houſekeeper ; but has 
a Chamber in the Houſe, eats with his Mother, and pays for his Dyet. 

Mr. Robert Hart ſaid, that John Sheppard was a Tenant to him a Year and half 
fince, but left his Houſe a Year fince, and got in again a little before the Election 
without any-new . or his Privity. | 

Charles Noy and William Goldſworth ſaid, that Rob. Holland declared he had nothing 


to do with the Houſe he lived in, but was a Sojourner; for he had made all over to 


his Grandſon. | 

Mary Goldſworth and William Zones ſaid, that Alexander Duncombe lived with his 
Mother; and Goldſworth ſaid, ſhe had ſeen Duncombe pay his Mother for Drink, 
ſhe keeping a Publick Houſe; and Jones ſaid, that Duncombe declared his Mother had 
paid Rent 16 Years. 

John Haywood and Tho. Eccleton ſaid, that Matth. Aſhley was a Houſekeeper, but he 
came to Az/esbury as an Hoſtler, and ſtood warn'd out of the Town. 

That as to the Bedſord- Charity Men, it appeared by a Book, or Lift of 60 Perſons 
given in to the Committee, and named in the Report, that they had all received that 
Charity, and had all voted for Sir Thomas Lee; and that all of them, except three, had 


likewiſe polled for Mr. Mayne. 


That Mr. Herbert and Mr. Mayne's Council inſiſted alſo, That ſeveral others who 


were not mentioned in the Book of the Account of the Bedford-Charity, and have

Walden to ſerve for the ſaid Burrough, the Committee had Examined the Merits of 
that Election. 

For the Petitioner it was alledged, That in the Poll the Petitioner and Sitting Mem- 
ber had equal Votes, vis. 76 apiece, and * Mayor having the Caſting Voice, gave 

it 
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it for the Sitting Member; ſo that he had but a Majority of one: But in the Poll given 
in by them the Sitting Member had 78 with the Mayor, and the Petitioner had 77. 
But the Petitioner excepted againſt 21; and to make out this it was alledged, 

That the Right of Election was in the Houſekeepers that paid Scot and Lot, and 
they were examined by the Poors Book. This was teſtified by 

Thomas Peckbam jun. who ſaid he had liv'd in the Town 33 Years, and had known 
all the Elections of Parliament-men and Mayors in that time; and there was a Poll in 
Mr. Garraway's Election, and this was the manner then, and the Poors Book produced 
for that purpoſe. 

Anthony Morley teſtified the ſame for 41 Years, and that in that time there were 2 


Polls in that manner. Alſo Dr. Morris and Tho, Oliver teſtified the ſame, one for 48 


Years, and the other for 34 Years. | 

Thomas Peckham ſen. teſtified, that Quakers had Votes if in the Poors Book. He 
gave in the Poll, and ſaid it was compar'd with that of the Mayor's, and differed only 
— = 5 laſt but one, which were not in the Mayor's Poll, but voted as they are 

et down. | 

Tho. Peckham jun. teſtified, that he had the Poors Book in his Hand when the Poll 
began, but taking exception to one the Mayor polled that was not in the Book, the 
Book was taken away, and the Mayor declared he would poll whom he pleas'd, tho 
not in that Book. 

He likewiſe teſtified of 4, viz. Richard Biſhop, Tho. Knight, Fobn Roſe, and Richard 
Stoner, that they were not in the Poors Book at all, and of two others, John Carpen- 
ter and MHilliam Gibbs, that tho they were in the Poors Book, yet they paid nothing, 
have a Cypher put to their Names: And of all 6, that they were ſet down as having re- 
ceived Money, wiz. Roſe 1 s. Biſhop and Stoner 2 s. a- piece, Knight 8 6. Carpenter 10 s. 
and Gibbs 125. 9 d. and that this appeared by the Account concerning the Poor. And 
that 3 others, viz. Samuel Kenn, Tho, Hills, and John Young, were not in the Poors 
Book, and the ſame of Samuel Booker, and that this laſt was a Vagrant, and his Child 
begged. And that Edward Maſters was not in the Poors Book, but warned out of the 
Pariſh as one likely to be chargeable thereto. And that Bryan Heywood, his Grace the 
Duke of Norfolk's Bailiff, was not in the Book; and the ſame of George Symonds, 
and that he lived in Hampſhire. That ohn Mitchener was not in the Book, nor Tho. 
Liſſe a Dragoon; and the ſame of Wi/l:am Chriſter, Henry Special, and Nehemiab Pel- 
let, who lived with his Father. That Richard Ford is not in the Book, and is but a 
Boarder. | 

John Heſler teſtified that Samuel Smith was not in the Poors Book, ſo as to be char- 
ged, having only a Cypher put to his Name. He alſo confirmed Peckham's Teſtimony 
as to 15 of the Perſons he teſtified to, and that he demanded a Copy of the Poors Book 
according to Order, but could not have it. 

William Keteridge teſtified, that this preſent Mayor was in the Year before, and that 
it was unuſual to hold two Years, and gave the Reaſon, becauſe no Court was held 


at the time when he uſed to be choſen, viz. on the Tueſday after Michaelmas Day; 


but this was before Mr. Mor/ey the former Member died. 
Humphry Duke teſtified, that the Dragoons that quartered in Arundel, being about 12 
in number, were drawn up on the Day of Election, and ſome Perſons demanding the 


Reaſon of it of the Office, he anſwered, it was at the deſire of the Duke of Norfolk. 


Henry Garraway teſtified, that he believes the Petitioner loſt 20 Voices by the Dra- 
goons, and that the Duke's Servants threatned People, if they would not vote for the 
Sitting Member; and in particular he himſelf was threatned, and Mr. Morley, to cut 
down an antient Tree that grew by his Houſe, if he voted for the Petitioner : And that 


Mr. Morley voting for the Petitioner, the ſaid Tree after the Election was cut down, 


and diſtributed to the Voters for the Sitting Member; and that the ſaid Tree grew in 
the Waſte of the Mannor whereof he believes the Duke to be Lord, 

Mr. Bartholomew the Conſtable teſtified, that the Dragoons had their Guns loaded 
with Powder and Ball by order of their Quarter-maſter, and that he was threatened and 
knock'd down by one of them the Day after the Election. 

Fames Gould teſtified their being threatned to have their Rents rais'd, if they would 
not vote for the Sitting Member. 4 | 

Fames Hobbs teſtified his being threatned by the Mayor to be arreſted, if he did not 
vote for the Sitting Member, and was put out of his Work accordingly after the Election. 

John Ockendon teſtified againſt the Mayor, that he threatned him and Thomas Cotton, 
that he would blow them up, and turn them out of their Houſes, it they did not vote 
for the Sitting Member,

Lawrence Alcock teſtified, the taking away of the Poor's Book by Heywood, and that 
the Duke of Norfolk was at the Poll. 

For the Sitting Member was produced the Authentick Poll, whereby he had the 
Majority of 5 more than the Petitioner. And 

William Taylor teſtified, that a Meſſage came to the Duke of Norſolt while he was 
dreſſing himſelf, as from the Petitioner, to deſite that the Dragoons might be drawn 
out to aſſiſt the Conſtable : But does not know the Meſſenger. And 

Robert Noſmith teſtified, that being at the Duke's, he heard of ſuch a Meſſage. 

George Moore teſtified, that the Dragoons were peaceable, and did not in the leaſt di- 
+2 ſturb the Election, but were drawn up at the lower end of the Town; that the Peti- 
1 tioner had above 40 Horſe came with him, befide above 100 Foot in Town before, 
[1] and no Soldiers were by when the Precept was Read. | 

Foſepb Fugar the Mayor teſtified, that he had known the Town 23 Years, and had 
been preſent at all Elections ever ſince; and that all Inhabitants were admitted to 
vote that were Houſekeepers, and did not receive Alms, tho' not in the Poor's Book; 
and ſo it was at all former Elections, at Mr. Mor/ey's, and at that when he was choſen 
Mayor, without regard to the Poor's Book. That John Carpenter, and all the reſt 
excepted againſt by the Petitioner, were good Voters, except Pellet who was no 
Houſekeeper. But Thomas Liſte, Corporal of the Dragoons, was; and Heywood, tho 
he lived in the Caſtle, yet was within the Burrough. 

Thomas Humphry teſtified the Right of Election to be as the Mayor ſaid, and was 
ſo practis d at Mr.Garraway's Election, and at the Election of Mayors three times; that 
he had known the Town 20 Years, and that this was the faireſt Election he ever ſaw; 
that the Dragoons were no trouble, and that the Petitioner had 60 Horſe in his Com- 
pany when he came to Town, befides the Foot. 

Thomas Pankburſt teſtified the ſame, as to the Right of EleQion, and that he had 
known the Town 45 Years, and fo practiſed at all Elections, both for Members to 
ſerve in Parliament, and Mayors. And the fame was likewiſe teſtified by Robert Ruſſel, 
that knew the Town 26 Years; Anthony Wilſon, that knew it 30 Years ; and John 
Cole, that knew it 25 Years. | 

And ſo did Robert Collins, who inſtanced in the Convention Parliament, that it was 
ſo done then. He teſtified likewiſe, that the Alms that Knight received was only 
when fick of the Small Pox, and that he received none before nor fince. That Bi/ho 
does not receive Alms conſtantly, nor Roſe, nor Gibbs, that Gibbs did once pawn his 
Bed, but has not received Charity lately, nor Stoner. That Hill and Kenn were 
Houſekeepers at the time of the Election. And Eugar the Mayor teſtified the ſame 
for Chriſtopher. 

That the Council for the Sitting Member offered to produce more Evidence to prove 
the Right of Election, as before: But it was ſaid it was enough. 

William Gibbs teſtified for himſelf, that he never received Alms but once when the 
Town was viſited with the Small Pox; and that he voted at Mr. Mor/ey's Election, 
tho? not in the Poor's Book. 

Then Exceptions were taken to 6 that voted for the Petitioner, as Inmates, and not 
Houſekeepers. And 

Moore teſtified againſt Nicholas Richmond, that he was no Houſekeeper, but lived 
5 with his Uncle; and that Narhanie! Dormer was but a Boarder; that Joſhua and 
: John Painter, the Father and Son, that they lived in one Houſe, and both vored for 
* the Petitioner; and the ſame for IVilliam Slyder and James Eaſton. That William Lewis 
is no Inhabitant in Arundel, and yet polled for the Petitioner. 

Collins teſtified, that Adrian Collzs Rents but part of an Houſe, and is not in the 
Poor's Book, and yet voted for the Petitioner. And 
, Humfryes teltified for all Excepted againſt, but S/yder, that they were no Houſe- 

eepers. | 

Nicholas Rogers teſtified, that he had 5 J. offerd to be ſent him by Capt. Oele when 
he would, it he would vote for the Petitioner. That the Petitioner was in the Room 
when this was ofterd; and that the Captain is the Petitioner's Friend: But Rogers 
did not accept of it, but voted for the Sitting Member. 

George Randal teſtified, that ame: Mills threaten'd to lay him in Eaſt- Gate for 
4 or 5% he ow'd him, if he voted not for the Petitioner. And Daſfeld confeſs d he 
had 2s. given him to vote for the Petitioner, but ſaid not by whom. 

Thomas Penycot teſtified, that a Kinſman of his offered him 5 J. if he would vote 
for the Petitioner, and proffer'd his Brother 5 f. to be out of Town at the Election, 
that he might not vote for the Sitting Member, 
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Thomas Fuller teſtified, that Bartholomew proffer'd to reſtore him his 2 Guns, taken 
away half a Year before, if he would vote for the Peritioner. And 

Gibbs teſtified, that one Mr. Butler, a Manager for the Petitioner, threaten'd to im- 
preſs him, if he did not vote for the Petitioner.

man, one of the Capital Burgeſſes ſhall be choſen in his toom; and that the Serjeant 
at Mace, belonging to the ſaid Burrough, ſhall be choſen by the Bailiff, Aldermen, 
and Capital Burgeſſes. And the Charter names the Bailiff, 12 for Aldermen, and 12 
for Capital Burgeſſes; and in ſeveral other places of the Charter no mention is made 


of Capital Burgeſles. | 
Then afterwards the Profits of the Markets and Fairs is granted to the Bailiff, 


Aldermen, and Burgeſſes, and the privilege of ſending One Burgeſs to Parliament, is 
granted to the Bailiff, Aldermen, and Burgeſſes, and their Succeſſors: So that the 


word Capital being left out of the Grant ot ſending a Burgeſs to Parliament, made 
the Doubt upon the Charters, whether this Burrough ſhould chuſe in their Corporate 
Capacity by a ſelect Number, or by the Burgeſſes at large. .

but Mr. Bickne!! ſaid, that he was poſleſs'd lately of an Eſtate by Adminiſtration of the 
Goods of one Robert Symonds, deceaſed. 

Mr. Coleman alſo ſaid, that Edmond ond, another of Mr. Balch's Voters, had no 
Eſtate, and was order'd by the Mayor to be ſtruck out of the Poll : But he was ſhewed

Pyme ſaid he had a Vote, but that he met 7o/eph Denham who would not let him 

alone till he came to Mr. Bach's , and Mr. Balch promiſed him that he ſhould be 

truck out of the Poor's Book if he ſtaid, and that he would give him a Life in his 
Tenement, otherwiſe he had gone and voted for Mr. Gardner.

M. Coleman ſaid further, that Charles Bell the day before the Election married Eliz. 
Seaward, and Was upon the Poor's Rate. | | 

Mr. Bicknell anſwered, he had been to enquire touching the Marriage, and that the 
Miniſter told him, he knew what he came for, and he ſhould not ſee the Book till his 
Clerk had done ſomething to it.

miſed to be ſettled on them, but not done. That William Band confeſſed, he voted 
for a Tenement wherein he had but a Leaſe for Years ; the ſame was alſo proved againſt 
Edward Freeman. That Stephen Miller confeſſed, he polled for a Tenement that be- 
longed to an Infant, to whom his Wife was Guardian. That Jeſepb Merchant con- 
feſſed likewiſe, that he voted for a Tenement that belonged to a Child, and not to 
himſelf. William Hurrick confeſſed, he voted in reſpect to an Almſhouſe he lived in, 
becauſe he paid no Rent for ir, that Matthew Foreman confeſſed, he voted in reſpett 
to an Annuity granted to him out of a Copyhold Eſtate of his Wife's; to which ir 
was anſwered, This was an Infranchiſement of the Copy hold. 

All theſe foregoing 17 Voters confeſſed, they had no other Freehold in the County;

On behalf ef the fitting Member, it was proved by 

Edward Foſſeline and Foſeph — that before the Election there were Articles 
ſigned by the Candidates, that there ſhould be four Booths for polling· places, and all 
that came to poll to be ſworn; that Minors ſhould not be polled; and that each of 
the Candidates ſhould have a Book to take the poll in, as well as the Sheriff's Officers, 
which were accordingly obſerved ; that the Sheriff's Clerk at the beginning of the 
poll making miſtakes, was diſcharged, and another put in his ſtead. 

That it was at the deſire of the Petitioner, that the poll was clofed; that he exa- 
mined all the three Poll-books himſelf, and found them to have this difference only 
the Book taken for the Petitioner made the Surplus on the fitting Member's fide 14, 
the fitting Member's Book 13, and the Sheriff's Book 171.

John Aon teſtified, that Robert Dixon was polled twice in the Books taken by my 
Lord Cutt's Clerk. ; 6: 

Pike teſtified, that I/aac Webb and Stephen Cobb that polled for the Petitioner were 
Minors, and proved it by the Regiſter; and Dudley proved the ſame as to Benjamin 
Dung by his own Confeſſion; and he likewiſe proved, that George Lee that polled 
for the Petitioner had no Eſtate till after his Mother's Death. 

Nicholaz Malabar teſtified, that Fohn Davis of Ely had only a Barber's place to 4 
9 and a Sallery of 6 J per Annum, and a finging Man's place, but no Free- 
hold. | 
Maſon teſtified, that Thomas Benſon's Freehold was not worth 20s. per Annum, 
and teſtified the ſame as to Robert Nichols and Thomas Cadman, and that thoſe all vo- 
ted for the Petitioner; the ſame likewiſe as to Thomas Harri, but Mallabar ſaid, that 
it might be worth 40 f. per Annum to digg, but not otherwiſe. All thoſe were Lands 
where they dugg Turf, but it could not be proved that any of thoſe had Notice to 
come to the Committee to juſtiſie themſelves.

Joſ. Sparrow ſaid, that the 15th of Zune he kept a private Court for Mr. Holgate, 
and Mr. Sizer ſent to him, and they dined together; and Mr. Siger ſent for ſever, 
Frecholders; that five or fix Freeholders appeared, of which there were but three that 
had Buſineſs at the Court; and that upon the Account of the Freeholders they had

called the Call Boo, and ſworn, and out of this Jury the Bailifts were ſworn. 

It was alſo agreed, that Mr. Roger Manwaring, the Bailiff that return'd the fitting 
Member was found a Burgeſs by that Jury, and entered into the Book and ſworn, that 
there are two Bailiffs, one called the Out Bailiff, choſen by the Our Burgeſſes, and the 
other the Inn Bailiff, choſen by the IA Burgeſſes; and that the Out Bailiſ is the Chief 
and hath the Precedency. 

But for the Petitioner it was objected, that Mr. Manwaring was not duly choſen

complain of a Double-Rerurn for the ſame, the Committee have examined the Merits 
of the ſaid Election and Return. 

The Council could not agree who ſhould firſt begin; which depended upon this 
Queſtion, whether the Election or Return ſhould be firſt proceeded on. And thereup- 
on the Council and Parties withdrawing, the Committee ordered, that the Right of 
Election ſhould be firſt examined, and then the Return. ' 

As to the right of Election it was agreed on both ſides, that that was in the Bai- 
liffs, Burgeſſcs and Freemen; the Burgeſſes were ſuch as had Eſtates of Freehold or 
Inheritances of Houſes or Lands within the Burrough; the Freemen were the Tenants D 
of thoſe Houſes who were to vote, if their Landlords did not; bur if the Landlords | 
voted for the Houſes, the Tenants were not to vote for them. | 

For Mr. Gerrard were produced two Witneſſes; Zoſeph Wilkinſon, who produced 3 
the Poll taken by himſelf at the Election, being employ d to do ſo by Mr. Norris, an 4 
Agent for Mr. Gerrard; and this was examined by the Poll taken by the Under-Sheriff, } 
and found to agree; ar the raking of which Poll all three of the Bailiffs were by, and \ 
by both theſe Polls (for the Under - Sheriffs Original Poll was produced by the other a 
ſide) Mr. Gerrard had 46 Votes, and Mr. Lifter 43. t 

Edward Robinſon teſtified, that the Under- Sheriff took the Poll by conſent of all ; 
Parties, the Town Clerk being excluded from doing of it, as not having done it well 
at the Election before; and that the Under-Sheriff came to Town the fame Day that 
the Election was. | 
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On behalf of Mr. Liſter, Exceptions were taken to 13 of Mr. Gerrard's Electors, 
againſt five, becauſe they were not found by the Inquiry Jury, and ſworn before the 
Election, viz. four Burgeſſes and one Freeman; againſt another Freeman, becauſe his 
Landlord voted for the ſame Tenement, againſt a Burgeſs for having ſold his Tene- 
ment, and being ſtruck out of the Call-Book before the Election, againſt another for 
being a Quaker and not ſworn, and two others for being Minors, and three more be- 
cauſe they did not pay Burgeſs-Rent, viz.

Jury and ſworn; that he has been at ſeveral Elections, and never heard it diſputed 
| that this Jury was diſmiſſed by one Bailiff before the former Election; wherein Mr, 
| Gerrard and Mr. Weddall were Candidates, and no Jury made till after the preſent 
| Election, wherein the Petitioners were Candidates; but ſince the Election there is a 

new Jury; that it did not uſe to be diſmiſs'd but by both the Balliffs: He teſtified 
likewiſe, that the Jury was diſmiſs'd before the Day to which it was adjourn'd, but 
not till they petition'd to be diſmifs'd, and were diſmiſſed by the Freeman Robinſon.

„ School; that he never knew a Minor found or ſworn, but Mr. Manwaring the pre- 
ſent Bailiff about two Years ſince, who is the ſame Perſon that is the preſent Bailiff, 
and voted for Mr. Gerrard; that he was ſworn at an Ale-houſe by the Bailiff, and 
he was by, and another ſworn at the ſame time. | 

That he does not know what Right Ma/lam, Baniſter, Hartly or Boocock have, nor 
that they offer'd themſelves to the Jury to be found. 

Edward Farrar and Richard Wilſon teſtified, that they had known the Town, one 
thirty, and the other twenty Years; and that it was the Cuſtom for none to vote in 
Elections, but ſuch as were found by the Jury and ſworn ; and that he never knew 
this Cuſtom diſputed, or a Right claim'd by Perſons not found and ſworn till this laſt 
Election; and Farrar inſtanced in two Perſons that had Burgage Tenements, and yet 
did not vote, becauſe not found and ſworn, viz. Mr. Hamond, and Richard Greſlen, 
and likewiſe confirmed all that Oddy had ſaid before, as to the particular Perſons ob- 
jetted againſt ; and further teſtified againſt three, viz. Janes Slater, George Dale and 
John Colethirſt that voted for Mr. Gerrard; that they were Burgeſles, yer they paid 
no Burgage Rent to the Lord of the Mannors, and therefore by the Cuſtom were ex- 
cluded from voting at Elections. 

But on the other fide, it was teſtified by Robinſon, that all that had been Owners 
of thoſe Houſes before, had always voted at ail Elections, and never objected againſt 
or retuſed ; the ſame was alſo teſtified by I homas Dugdale, and confeſſed by Farrar, 


a Witneſs for Mr. Lifter. 

To theſe Objections were anſwered for Mr. Gerrard, that this Cuſtom that none 
but ſuch Burgeſſes and Freemen ſhould vote at Elections as were found by the Inquiry 
Jury and ſworn by the Bailiff, was an unreaſonable and illegal Cuſtom, and therefore 
void, as putting it too much in the Power of the Jury or Bailiffs, to hinder whom they 
pleaſe to vote, though they had never ſo much Right. 

It was likewiſe teſtified by Henry Bailyf, that one of the Inquiry confeſſed to him, 
that they purpoſely avoided meeting; that Ma/lam and the reſt objected againſt for 
not being found, might have an Opportunity of being found and ſworn; and that there 
being eleven of the Jury together, he abſented himſelf for fear of making the twelfth 


an. 

That Oddy the Town-Clerk confeſſed to him, that he knew that Mallam and the 
other Mandamus Men bad a Right, and declared, that he would have entered them, 
if they bad come to him : He eeflificd likewiſe, that theſe Men offered themſelves to 
the Jury and were deny d to be found and ſworn, and yet voted at the former Election, 
3 where 
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where Mr. Uveddz!! and Mr. Gerrard were Candidates, and ſome of them had given 
Votes at ſome late Elections of Bailiffs, but does not know they did it before; believes 
they had their Burrough-holds fince Mr. Parker's Death; that they were received by 
one Bailiff, but rejected by the other. : 

Robinſon likewile teſtified, that he was Foreman of the Inquiry Jury, and that Mal. 
lam and the other three Burgeſſes objected againſt, have Lands in the Burrough, and 
rendered their Writings to the Jury ; that the Jury found Co/burne the Quaker, and 
allow'd his Right of being a Burgeſs, and that he ſtill continues to have his Right as 
ſuch in all other Matters belonging ro the Burrough. . 

12 Nowell is a Man grown, and has a Burrough- hold, and tendered himſelf to 
the Jury. 

That Franklond lives ſtill in the Houſe, and that in that Caſe he has right to vote

That Perkinſon lives in a free Houſe belonging to the Burrough, and therefore has 
right to vote, his Landlord not voting. | | 

Dwgdale teſtified, that John Wilſon was in Another Houſe at the time of the Ele- 
ction than what he now lives in, vis. in an Houſe of Sir Edward Alſton s, who did 
not vote, and that he was in Poſſeſſion of the Houſe from the 14th of February to the 
23d. and then was turned out by force by Oddy, who broke open his Door and flung 
out his Goods; but Farrar teſtified, he was not in Poſſeſſion of that Houſe above an 
hour before he was turned our. 

On behalf of Mr. Gerrard, objection was made againſt four that polled for Mr. Li- 
Rer, viz. againſt Ughtred Shurleworth and Edward Webſter as Reverfioners, againſt 
William Riddial, becauſe, though he was Tenant, yet his Landlord voted for his Houſe, 
and againſt Nicholas Woaree for the ſame reaſon. | 

The Exception to the laſt was agreed by Mr. Liſter's Council, and as to the for- 
mer the Proofs were thus. | 

Robinſon teſtified, that the two firſt were but Reverſioners of Burgage Houſes, and that 
two Women had Eſtates for Life in them, and were in Poſſeſſion; but it was faid on

Robinſon a Witneſs for Mr. Gerrard confeſs'd, he was of the Jury that found Web- 
er, and was for finding him, but he is fince better informed. And Dudley another of 
Mr. Gerrard's Witneſſes confeſs'd, he was likewiſe of the Jury, but againſt finding 
him. Oddy teſtified, that Slater that voted for Mr. Gerrard was a Reverſioner, as 
well as thoſe that voted for Mr. Lifter. 

Robinſon likewiſe teſtified, that William Riddial that voted for Mr. Liſter as a Free- 
man, his Landlord Warren choſe to vote for the ſame Houſe, and that the Landlord 
might chooſe which Houſe he would vore for, though he had other Houſes, but this 
was deny'd by Farrar, who ſaid, Landlords could notdebar their Tenants from voting 
when they had other Houſes to vote for. | 

Robinſon and Dudley likewiſe teſtified, that Mr. Nowe/! that voted for Mr. Gerrard 
was Woarce's Landlord. 

Mr. Kenyon a Member of the Houſe teſtified, that as to the Cuſtom of being found 
by the Inquiry Jury and ſworn, and that Mr. Manwareing was yet a Minor, and that 
Mallam and the other Mandamws Men bought their Burrough-holds to ſerve a tutn, 


and Robinſon the Foreman of the Jury ſold them to them; and thereupon the Com- 


mittee came to the Reſolution, which ſee infra. 

Afterwards the Council being called in upon the Matter of the Return. 

The Council for Mr. Lifter declared ro the Committee, that the Witneſſes that 
ſhould prove their Caſe were gone away, and therefore they would not trouble the 
Committee with opening a Caſe they could not then prove.

That in the Convention there was a Conteſt between Mr. North and Mr. Allen, and 
Sir Robert Rich and Sir Philip Skippon , that the majority of the Inhabitants were for 
Mr. North and Mr. Allen, and the Outfitters for the others; but Mr. North and 
Mr. Allen would not be at the charge of bringing up their Witneſſes, and none exa- 

| mined but himſelf, and they produced but one Return, and ſo loſt it. 

Videante And produced a Copy of the Journal, 8 December——-Guliel, & Marie, by which 
it appeared, that upon Report of an Election between Mr. Bexce and Mr. Hevening- 
ham, the Houſe did agree with the Committee, that the right of Election was only 
in the Freemen inhabiting within the Burrough. : 

Mr. Betts alſo gave this account of the manner of getting the laſt Charter.

16. for the ſwearing of him an Alderman, and diſpenſing with any Oath 
but to the Corporation. | 

And Mr. Berts ſaid of the inhabiting Burgeſſes or Freemen, there were for the Peti- 
tioners 25, and for the fitting Members 13. Their Names are as follows, William 
Weathersby, John Archer, Robert Swatman,. John Battily, Thomas Foſter, Fames Gui- 
bons, James Moore, John Watling, Jobn Scot, Mark Noble, Benjamin Hambin, George 
Hint, Hezekiah Shepherd. | | 

But it appeared afterwards to the Committee, that the Numbers of Freemen would 
be more or leſs, according as King Zames's Charter, or King Wi/liam's Charter ſhould 
be allow'd. And as to that matter the Fact was, 

That an Inſtrument of Surrender was made in King Charles the Second's time, but 
that Surrender was not enrolled till King Jamess time : So that the Queſtion between 
the Petitioners and the ſitting Members Council was, whether that Inrolment in King 
Fames's time did make good the Surrender in King Charles's time; and if that Sur- 
render was good, then the Charter of King Zames's being accepted by the Town, and 
no Surrender of that made (as the Petitioners Council argued) the Charter of King 
William and Queen Mary was void in Law; as alſo for this Reaſon, that the Charter 
of King James was accepted, but the Charter of King William and Queen Mary was 
never accepted. 8 

But the fitting Members Council inſiſted, that by Law the Sender was void; 
for that the King cannot take, but by matter of Record; and that the Surrender not 
being inrolled in King Char/es's time, King Charles could not take by that Surrender, 
and fo conſequently that King James could not: However they inſiſted the Right of 
Election of Burgeſſes could not be ſurrendred. 

For the Petitioners was produced a Copy of the Return of the fitting Members, 
which ſaid, The Bailiffs and Burgeſſes of the Town elected; and a Return in King 
22 time, and another Return to the Prince of Oranges Letter, which were in the 

me form. 

Mr. Betts ſaid, that Philip Eads and two others were forced in by a different hand, 
as made free after the Aſſembly was up; that William Satman was not free; and 
that Benefice was remov'd and disfranchis'd, and his Disfranchiſement was read. 

John Haſel ſaid, that John Burly was not free, and lived at Southold; that Jeremy 
Page lived at Wefleton, that Fames Forman lived at Thorp, and is no Freeman, and 
that Pacy told him if he would vote for Sir Rob. Rich, he ſhould havea Houſe for 2 /. 
to be paid in Lobſters; that A/dridge and Fames Goodwin are Outfitters, and Saut bold- 
men; that 7oſeph Burly was an Apprentice; that Thomas Forſter had a Protection; 
that Robert Hill was no Freeman; that Charles Eade, James Eade, and Amos Beate 
were neither Freemen nor Inhabirants; that John Croſs was an Apprentice to Philip 
Eade; that Maſterton and Jobn Cutting wete no Inhabitants, and that one of the Zames 
3 * not free. 

omas Stanly ſaid, that 7oſeph Burly was his Apprentice, and was got away b 
the Inſtigation of Pacy to vote 157 Sir Por Rich — Mr. . = 
told his Maſter, if he would not give him leave, he muſt take leave; for he had a 
Friend had procured him a Burth in a Man of War, and two days after he was liſted 
on Board the Milford Gally, and he has not ſeen him fince. | 

That Junes Moor was hired at Michaelmas laſt to live with one Symonds, and came 
over to vote at the Election, and then returned to his Service. | 
F — the Petitioners proceeded to prove ſeveral Irregularities in procuring Voices. 

William Cook (aid, that he went to Eſquire Heveningham's Houſe, and Mr. Hevening- 
bam told him, that if he would vote for him and Sir Robert Rich, he would give him 
10s. and that he had given 2 Guineas to Archer to give to four Perſons; that Archer 
did give him 10s. But Co ſaid, he did not vote for the fitting Member, becauſe he 
did not fancy to be hired; that Archer voted for Sir Robert Rich; and Mr. Hevening- 
bam deſired him to meet at Juſtice Neal's, (the Recorder by the new Charter) and told 

him 
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him he might have 10 or 20 J. of Mr. Neal if he would vote for him and Sir Robert 
Rich; and that the Bond, after he had ſo voted, ſhould be cut in pieces; and accord- 
ingly he did receive 10 J. of Mr. Neal upon his Bond; that he did not vote for Sit Ro- 
bert Rich and Mr. Heveningham, but paid back the Money about twelve days after 
he had received it; that he confeſſed the matter of the 10 J. to ſeveral; and that 
Mr. Hevening bam had asked Benjamin Hambin who he would vote for, and Hambir 
ſaid for him; that Mr. Hevening ham ſaid again, What not for Sir Robert Rich !

Fames Tarro ſaid, that Archer told him he would give him 14 or 15 /. to vote for 
Sir Robert Rich and Mr. Heveningham ; but he anſwered, he wouid not for 1097. go 
againſt his Conſcience; and that John Bathurſt afterwards beat him, and ſaid, if he 
would nor vote for them he ſhould not go out of his Houſe alive. | 

John Collet ſaid, that Jobn Archer offered him 10 s. to vote for Mr. Heveningham. 

That he knows Philip Eade, who voted for Sir Robert Rich and Mr. Heveningbam, 
and heard him ſay, that Sir Robert Rich got him a Place of 10 /. a Year to give his 
Vote; and ſaid he was ſet on Shoar unexpectedly, and received a Protection undeſired. 
And his Protection, and another for Swarman, being produced and read, they were 
made upon Suggeſtion of their being Witneſſes in a Law- Suit; but he knew of no 
Law. Suit they were to be Witneſſes in; and ſaid, Sir Robert Rich asked him to vote 
for him, and he did offer him a ſingle Vote, but Sir Robert not accepting of it, he 
voted for neither. | | 

That George Flint and Hezekiab Shepherd were preſſed by Mr. Pacy ; and that three 
Men of War came to an Anchor at Dunwich, a little before the Election, and pre- 
ſently after ſailed away again. x 

Richard Summer ſaid, he was on Board the Queen, and was diſcharged by Sir Robert 
Rich's Order, that he defired him to go to Dunwich and vote for him, and gave him 
a Protection; but inſtead of going to Dunwich, he made two New-Caft/e Voyages. 
That Sir Robert Rich asked him if he owed any Money, and he told Sir Robert Rich

Gurning and Haſell ſaid, that Mr. Bence and Mr. Wood's fide were frighted by the 


Men of War; and that one Man ran out of the Town for ſome time, but afterwards 
came and voted; and Haſell ſaid, that Archer ſaid to him, You employ a pretty 
many Men, and if they ſhould be preſs'd, what will you do? For Sir Robert Rich ſays 
the Solebay ſhall come in. 

The ſitting Members deny'd all manner of Bribery, and ſaid, that Danwich was a 
Burrough by Preſcription. 

That the Charter by King W:i/l;am and Queen Mary being good, it anſwered the 
Petitioners Objections of their Voters not being free; and inſiſted, that the right of 
Election was in the Freemen at large: And produced a Copy of King Johns Charter 
to the Burrough, which was to the Burgeſſes of Dunwich, * * 
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And the Charter of King Miliam and Queen Mary, April 6. Guliel. & Marie, which 
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takes notice of the Inſtruments of Surrender to King Charles II. and that the ſame was 


not inrolled till the Reign of King James; and that thereupon there are ſeveral Doubts 
ariſen touching the Franchiſes, Liberties, and Eſtate of the Town; and for purting an end 
to thoſe Doubts, this Charter confirms them in their former Rights and Liberties they 
enjoy'd before the Surrender by the Name Ballivorum proborum hominum & Burgenſium

That Thomas Burrell told him, he owed Mr. Bence and Mr, Rouſe 8 J. and durſt 
not vote againſt them. 

John Scarfe ſaid, he had received 30s. a week fince Michaelmas was twelve-month, 
which was for the uſe of the Freemen that were Friends to Mr. Bence and Mr. Wood, 
and were for King Zames's Charter; that he kept a Publick Houſe, and part of the

That Mr. Hyde being Mayor he was order'd to enter Mr. Car/we// upon the Freeman's 
Lift, and they produced his Re-admitrance the 1 2th of Zuly, 1697. and the ſnid Cor/- 
well had voted in the Aſſembly ever ſince, and particularly at the Election of the pre- 
ſent Mayor, and at the chuſing of a Common Serjeant ſince that, but was not ſworn to 
his Re-admitrance. | 

Mr. Tho. Lovell ſaid, that Skeech had been out of Town ſometimes, but his Family 
remain'd in Town, and that he had a Houſe there all the time, and that he had not been 
an Inhabitant of any other Place, but had been at Sea. And. 

That John Gregg, who voted for the Petitioner had received weekly Alms of the Pa- 
riſh for about two Years and bears a Badge; that Freemen if they have been abſent two 
Years upon their Occaſions, when they return att as Freemen without being ſworn again. 

That he himſelf had been Mayor fix times, and had voted when Mayor, and never 
knew the Mayor's Vote deny'd, nor was it excepted to at this Election. 

That he could not ſpeak as to Parliament Men, bur. in the Caſe of Town-Clerk and 
other Town-Officers , if the Mayor by his Vote do firſt make the Numbers equal, he 
has afterwards a caſting Voice, and particularly faid, Capt. Hyde did it 22 Years ago 
in the Caſe of a Town-Clerk, and that Mr. Man's Election was carried by Sir Henry 
Parker's Vote; gat Mr. Gott had voted ſo, and that Mr, Poultney's Vote was not ſpoke 


againſt by the Mayor, Jurats or any body el ſe. 


Mr. Rob. Phipps ſaid, that if Freemen are abſent and return again, they have the Be- 
nefit of their Freedom; and that Skeech did return to Haſtings two or three Months be- 
fore the Election, and is now in the, Poor's Rate; that Skeech's Children were there in 
his Abſence, and that in their Corporation they did conceive the Mayor, befides a ſingle 
Voice, if that did make it equal, had a caſting Voice. And 

Mr. De/ſey himſelf being examin'd ſaid, when he came to Town Mr. Lough asked 
him to vote for Coll.

That when he was made free it was by the Conſent of the whole Bench, and they

Bailiffs in the ſaid Burrough, and John Bowdler, and George Houghter, were then 
elected and ſworn Bailifts. This Surrender was afterwards, viz. the 5th of November 
CO e before Sir Mathew Cook, a Maſter of Chancery, and inrolled 
as of that Day. 

That afterwards the late King 7ames, in the firſt Year of his Reign, granted to the 
Maid Burrough a Charter, and conſtirutes a Mayor, and therein names their firſt Offi- 
cers, and appoints the Election of Officers, and particularly of Burgeſſes to Parliament, 
to be by 12 Aldermen, and 12 Capital Burgeſſes. And in the ſaid Charter there is re- 
ſerved to the ſaid King, a Power, by any Order or Direction fignified to the Lord Preſi- 
dent of the Council of Wales, to remove any of the Officers named in the Charter, or 
thereafter to be elected, and ſo often as the Lord Pieſident upon any ſuch Order or

In execution of this Power, King James, by writing under his Sign-Manual, Dated 
11 November, 1688. did require the Lord Preſident to remove and diſplace all the Of- 
ficers, that ſo the then Corporation might be diſſolved. One Smallman, with other 
Members of the ancient Corporation, carry d this Writing to the Duke of Beauforr, 
then Lord Lieutenant. | 

That Smallman ſaid the Duke of Beaufort then delivered him a Letter, directed to 
Sir Fob Charlton, then Recorder of Lud/ow, which the ſaid Duke ſaid would do their 
buſineſs. In this Letter was incloſed, as they perceived, a Paper with a Seal, but the 
Paper was not ſhewn to them. 

That they delivered this Letter to Sir Fob Charlton, but he refuſed to open the Letter 
before them, nor did proceed to act any thing then in diſſolving the Corporation; that 
afterwards Sir Job asked him, why he wou „ Corporation : That af. 
terwards he, with ſome others, went again to the Duke of Beaufort, and thereupon 
the Duke by Writing under his Hand and Seal, dated the 1oth of December, 1688. 
— was produced to the Committee) taking notice of the ſaid Order and Dire- 

ion of King James, under his Sign Manual, did actually, (in obedience to the ſagre) 
remove and diſplace the ſaid Officers. 3

and that on the whole Matter the Committee came to the following Reſoluti- 
ons, as their opinion, vis.

That Thomas Lowe, Bailiff, declared, Mr. Newport would Poll bone but Sworn 
Burgeſſes, that he was preſent with Mr. Newport, and Lord Newport, the day before 
— 7 — was, when that Matter was debated, and that Smallman gave Liſts of Sworn 

rgeſſes only. e | 

Mr. Baldwyn ſaid, That he was very converſant in the Corporation, and elected a 
Burgeſs for Parliament thrice, and never heard till now of a Burgeſles Right, as a 
Burgeſſes Son, or having Marryed a Burgeſſes Daughter; that if the Chamber favours 
2 Burgeſſes Son to be admitted, they uſually pay but 17. 4d. and tho” they ſer forth

Upon the Petitioners own Evidence four of the 32 were disfranchiſed, and as to the 
remaining 28, they were made Free under the late King Zames's Charter, ſo that their 
Freedom ſeem'd to depend upon the Validity of that Charter, And as to that Matter 
it appeared to the Committee, That an Inſtrument. of Surrender of the Charter of 
Torneſs had been made in King Charles the Second's time, but that Surrender had ne- 
ver been inroll' d. However, upon — the Inſtrument of Surrender, the ſaid late 
King James did grant a new Charter to the ſaid Burrough ; and by that, appointed the 
Mayor, Recorder, Juſtices of Peace, and Aſſiſtants to the Mayor of the ſaid Burrough, 
and ſome Freemen; and that under this Charter theſe Freemen were made. That after 
the Proclamation for reſtoring of Charters, the old Magiſtracy reſumed their ſeveral 


Offices, and thoſe appointed by King Zames's Charter never preſumed to act ſince, nor

could the Petitioners prove, that the Freemen made by the ſaid King Zames's Charter 


had ever voted, or claim'd to vote at any Election ſince. | 

King Zames's Charter was not valid, yet if 
thoſe that were made Free had a right to demand their Freedom, they were well made 
Free by ſuch as then acted in the-Magiſtracy. And to prove their Right, they call'd 

Mordecai Cockey and Luke Short, who prov'd, That Mordecai Cockey, Chriſtopher 
Farwell, Fobn Brooking, and Richard Short, were all Sons of Freemen. 

Farwell and Horace ſaid, That Sit Richard Gipps had demanded of the Mayor to Poll 
theſe Perſons, and began with Dr. Burthogg : But the Mayor faid he could not allow 
the Men made Free by King Zames's Charter.

The Town or Burrough of Truro, or Trivereu was ſometime in the Poſſeſſion of Ri- 
chard de Lucy, a Perſon of great Note in the Reigns of King Stephen and Henry II. 
it the eighth of whoſe Reign be was made Fuſtice of England. From him it came 
to Reginald Fitz-Roy, who was one of the illegitimate Sons of King Henry I. and 
tua created Earl of _ by King Stephen, in the 5th of his Reign, and died 
in the 21ft of Henry II. He, by bis Charter, granted to bis Free Burgeſſes of © 
Triveteu, That they ſhould have all their Free Cuſtoms, and ſuch as were uſed in 
Cities, and the ſame in all things which they had in the time of Richard de Lucy, 
— is to ſay) Sac, Soc, Tol, Them and Infangenethuf; and granted to them, 

at they ſhould not plead or be proſecuted in Hundred or County. Courts; nor for 
any Summons ſhould go any where to any Law buſineſs without the Town, and be 
quit from paying Toll through all Cornwall, in Fairs, or Markets, &c. And di- 
rain their Debtors for the Goods they ſold when found in the ſaid Town. The 
Charter runs thus : viz. | 
Reginaldus Regis Filius, Comes Cornubiæ, omnibus Baronibus Cornubiæ, & omnibus 
ilitibus & omnibus libere Tenentibus & omnibus tam Anglicis quam Cornubien 
ſibus ſalutem.

no Voice. And if any offered for Mr- Birch that were objected to, he would cry, A 
Voice Boys; hollow. And the ſaid Thomas ſaid, That he was frequently with Mr. Fo- 
ley when he applied himſelf to the Electors. That what he faid to them generally 
was, That he would ſerve them faithfully if they did Elect him. 

That on the part of Mr. Birch, the Council called Thomas Harris; who aid,

Evan Price, and Samuel Myrick, ſaid, That Edward Maunder lives as a Bailiff with 
Mr. Bridges, at Trverton;, and comes ſometimes to Weobly, to a Woman Inhabitant 
there, reputed to be his Wife; who pays the Poor rate, tho his Name be in the Church 
and Poor's Books. | | 

John Ward ſaid, That William Roſs does not pay to Church and Poor, is not to his know- 
ledge in the Church and Poor. rate for fix Years laſt paſt; but owned that Roſs had voted 
in former Elections; and that Mawnder's Name was in the Rate. And that Fames Gray 
had notice to go out of the Pariſh, and was not in the Rate; but believes he had paid. 

Thomas White ſaid, That John Davis is a poor Man, follows Day-labour, and never 
did pay to Church and Poor. That Edward Synnock has a Houſe, in the Town, of 4o s. 
a Year; but tis lett out to two Maids ; and he lives in a Place like a Barn. That the 
Maids pay to Church, and he is not charged in the Rate. That John Barnes lives in a 
part of his own Houſe, in Weob/y, and his Tenant pays to Church and Poor. That Ste- 
ven Lewis, Clerk, is not taxed to Church and Poor, and his Predeceffors never. 

That as to the four who voted for Mr. Birch; but were not taken down by conſent of 


both Conftables. * ard ſaid, 
That Richard Woolfe Rents 20s, a Year, and pays to Church and Poor. That Ri- 


chard Hyat pays to Church and Poor, and has lived in Weobly half a Year or more in a 


Houſe of his own. That Thomas Griffth, is not in the Church - rate; becauſe the for- 
mer Inhabitant was ſtruck out for being Poor, and a new Rate has not been made fince 
* Grifith came in. That John Symmonds lives in a Houſe of 25 f. a Lear; and Mr. Mal. 
lington pays for him. 

Richard Hyatt faid, That Mr. Foley had at the Election before defired his eldeſt Bro- 
ther to Vote for him, and pay him a Place, but did not perform it. That when 
Mr. Foley ask'd him for his Vote, he told him that he had been unkind : Said Mr. Foley, 
FIl give you 20 s. and 20s. more upon condition to have your Voice; and that Mr. Fo- 
ley did give him 205. but he voted for Mr. Price, and Mr. Birch,

Reſolutions of the Committee thereupon z which he read, &c. and ate as follow, vis, _ 

Upon the Petition of Sir Henry Dutton. Colt, Baronet, complaining of an undue 
Election and Return of the Right Honourable James Vernon and Charles Montague, Eſqs, 
to ſerve for Weſtminſter. | | 

That the Petitioner's Council allow'd the fitting Members to have a great Majority 
upon the Poll; but they inſiſted, that there had been ſeveral Irregularities in the E. 
lection, and likewiſe that Mr. Montague, at the time of the Election, was not qualified 
to be elected. | | 

As to the Irregularities, they call d Mr. Sm1b, Clerk of the Peace, Mr. Thomas Ball, 
Mr. John Meard and Mr. George Mills; by whoſe Evidence it appeared, 

That a Paper was tendred to the Grand Jury by the Foreman, in the Nature of a 
Preſentment; by which they recommended the fitting Members as Perſons of great Parts, 
Worth, and Loyalty, and the moſt fit Perſons to ſerve in Parliament for Weſtminſter. 
But there were no Threats or Promiſes made uſe of to prevail upon any of the Grand- 
Jury to ſign it; and four of them refuſed to do it. | 

That the ſame was afterwards preſented to the Juſtices in. Seſſions, and Ball ſaid, The 
Foreman told the Jury it came from the Bench. But Mr, Meard, the Foreman ſaid, 
That a Glover, one of the four that had refuſed, afterwards told him, He had ſigned it 
but that Sir Henry had engaged him to the contrary. And another that liv'd at the Sun 
Tavern in Pickadilly faid, He refuſed it as living in the ſame Pariſh with the Petitioner, 
and it might hinder his Trade; but afterwards wiſh'd he had fign'd it. And Mr. Meard 
further ſaid, That he did not receive any Directions from the Juſtices concerning the ſaid 
Preſentment, but himſelf order d it to be writ. Mr. Meard alſo ſaid, That after their 
making the faid Preſentment, ſeveral of the Juſtices and Jury went to Mr. Montague's 
Houſe; they miſs'd of him, but met with Mr. Vernon, and made it their Requeſt to him 


to ſtand; but did not carry the Preſentment with them. 


That to another Point, the Petitioner's Council call d Mati hem Evans, Timotby Dol- 
ben, Michael Gillingham, Edward Collyer, John Boſwell, William Giles, John Wood- 
burne, James Dando, Samuel Sturt and Fobn Zefferies, who aid, | 

That they were in Turtle: fields at the time of the Election, and that there were great 
diſorders in the Field. That a Party of Horſe that appear'd for the fitting Members 
broke in upon many Perſons on Foot for Sir Henry Dutton- Colt, and trode tome down, 
and others into a great Ditch, and wounded ſeveral others; particularly one Gz//, who 
died about three Weeks fince of the Bruiſes he there received. 

Gillingbam ſaid; That Captain Dent order d the Horſe Grenadeers to pull off their 
Houſeings, and ride as Houſekeepers in colour'd Clothes; and Serjeants Hedley, Chi- 
tham, and Barton were there under Dents command; and that Jennings, a Corpo- 
ral of Horſe Grenadeers, knock d down ſeven ox eight with a Broom: ſtaff. ? 

Giles and Woodbourne faid, That one in a Gold-lac'd ſcarlet Coat, like an Officer, 
rode up to Sir Henry Dutton-Colt and held a Piſtol to him, and ſwore there would be 
Murder if he did not depart out of the Field. And Gz/es ſaid farther, That the ſaid 
_— being ask'd what he had to do there, ſaid, His buſineſs was to bring his Men on 
and o 

Boſwell ſaid, That they beat a Man under a Cart, and did threaten to ſhoot him, till 
he cry'd out a Montague and Vernon. 

Woodbourne ſaid, That being a Soldier, he was commanded by Harding to Poll for, 
Montague and Vernon; but anfwerd, He did not pay to Church and Poor, yet own'd 
he polFd for Sir Henry Dutton Colt. 

Dando faid, That Taylor, the Meſſenger, knock'd him down, for which afterwards 
he receiv'd of him a Guinea for ſatisfaction. That Gibbons and Ferryman; and others, 
with W hips and Sticks, ſtruck and caſheer'd ſeveral of Sir Henry Dutton Colt's Party. 

And ſeveral of the Witneſſes ſaid, That one Party was led by Jennings, who had no 


Vote; but was followed by Hollingworth and Meers, and ſeveral others with Sword 


and Piſtol, on Horſe-back, and the Horſes were large like Soldiers or Coach horſes, and 
that Sir Henry Dutton-Colt's Men were aſſaulted without provocation that they ſaw; 
only it had been reported, that Cards and Dice had been thrown up, and Sand and 
Dirt thrown. 

Dolben, the Surgeon, ſaid, He had three of the wounded under his Hand; and Sa- 
muel Sturt, another Surgeon, *faid, He had ſeven under his care; one of which was for 
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 Fefferies teſtified, that he heard Mr. Argue ſay, That Mr. Montague had procured 
Tom of Weſtminſter to be given to the Pariſh. 

Mathew Rogers ſaid, That it was reported a Door in the Park would be opened, and 
it was gained by Mr. Montague means. 

Then as to the point of Treating, they called Thomas Woolley, and Thomas Stroud; 
' who ſaid, That they were ſent for by Brown, a Meſſenger, and one Bateman, to a pub- 
lick Houſe, that one Wade kept, and asked to Vote for the ſitting Members, and there eat 
Lamb, and had Drink, Cc. and that Brown and Bateman paid the reckoning. Stroud faid 
alſo, Thar ſeveral were treated at the Ship- Tavern, Weſtminſter, and others, with Coffee 
— — but could not ſay it was by order of the ſitting Members, or that 
they paid for it. | 

Peter Wade ſaid, That Brown and Bateman were at his Houſe three ſeveral times, and 
ſent for ſeveral Neighbours, and defired them to Vote for the fitting Members. That 
one time they beſpoke a Shoulder of Veal ; but, he not knowing them, did not provide 
ir, ſo they W ſome cold Lamb; and Brown and Bateman paid, and the reckoning 
came to 17 d. 

3 ſaid, That Ferryman told him he had 3 5. 6 d. given him for his Horſe. 

John Neltborp ſaid, That George Eads asked him to come to his Houſe, and eat ſome 
Bacon; and ſaid, They would go in a Body and Vote for the fitting Members. 

As to threatnings the Petitioner's Council called W:/l:am Spratt, who faid, ; 

That Mr. 7uſtice Tully asked one where he was going? Who anſwer'd, To Vote fot 
Sir Henry Dutton Colt ; and Mr. Tully gave him a touch on the Shoulder with his Cane, 
and bad him go about his bufineſs, and told him he had better not go. | 

As to the Poll; the Petitioner's Council called 17:anor Baldwin, who took the Poll 
for the Petitioner; and ſaid, 


Thar a little before the cloſe of the Poll, the Petitioner defired, that the Poll might 


be adjourn'd for an Hour, becauſe he expected a great many in the Afternoon; but it 
was denied. Yet Ba/dwin acknowledged there was none to be polled at the time of clo- 
fing the Poll; and acknowledged that there had been about ſeven or eight Proclamati- 
ons for Perſons to come in before it was cloſed. That after the Poll was over, he weft 


by Sir Henry Colt's order to the Bailiff for his Book, but the Bailiff did not then deliver 


it to him; but ſaid, He ſhould have it when the other Candidates had theirs. 

And as to that part of the Petition that ſaid, Mr. Montague was not qualified, the 
Petitioner's Council explained themſelves: That it was in relation to his being one of 
the Lords Juſtices, and had figned a Proclamation for Proroguing the Parliament, 

For the fitting Members were called Mr. Edward Martin, Mr. Thomas Moody, 
Mr. Thomas Stone, Talbot Clerk, and Mr. Fox; who faid, 

That they were all in Tuttle- Fieldt at the time of the Election, and that the diſtur- 
bance firſt began by the Petitioner's Party throwing Dirt and Sand, and Cabbage - ſtalks, 
and ſfriking the Horſes without any provocation. That the fitting Members were at 4 
great diſtance, and gave no encouragement to the diſturbance. And Sir Talbot Clerk, 
particularly, faid, : : f 

That preſently after he came into the Field, a Black, which he believes belonged to 
Sir Henry Colt, becauſe he had ſeen him follow Sir Henry's Chair with two or three 
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more; {truck his Horſe over the Noſe, and beat his Man; and Sir Henry faid, Go on, 


go on; and that he did nor ſee any violence before the Petitioner's Party began it. And 

Mr. Fox ſaid, That he had known Elections for 25 Years; and that it was uſual upon 
theſe Elections for the ordinary People to make diſturbance, who come in an inſolent 
manner, and fright the Horſes; and that formerly Sir Gilbert Gerrard, and Mr. Omen, 
were feign to be carried off upon a diſturbance occaſion d firſt by their own Party. 

As to the Poll; the ſaid Mr. Fox, who took the Poll ſaid, He could ſay it was the 
faireſt that had been taken in his time; and there was no partiality ſhewed of either 
fide; that all Perſons were left indifferently at the Bar to Poll, and there was no threat- 
ning or brow beating of the Petitioner's Voters, and for the greater conveniency of Gen- 
tlemen, they were let into the Court, and polled for the fitting Members and Petitioner 
alternarively. That it was a quarter paſt Two when the Poll was cloſed, and 16 Pro- 
clamations were made before the ſame was cloſed : That for ſeveral Proclamations be- 
fore, there came only one Man at the third Proclamation to keep the Poll on foot. 
That the Reaſon why the head Bailiff did not preſently deliver the Peritioner's Clerk his 
Poll book; was, becauſe the Candidates were firſt to meet and agree the Seals, the 
Poll-books having been ſealed up upon every adjournment, 
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That upon caſting up the Books they all agreed. And there were

. the Number of the Fraternity of the Guild-Hall of the Burgh, and to be the Com- 
mon Council of the Burgh, and affiftant to the Mayor and Bailiffs of the ſame Burgh, 


in all Matters and Things touching the ſame of theſe 28 or 30 Brethren, 13 were 


to be called Fellows or Benchers of the Guild Hall, and of them 13; ten were to 
be called: Aldermen or chief Benchers, out of which the Mayor was to be choſen, 
and the two Bailiffs out of the Brethren 2 the Burgh.

IE Martis 12 Martii, 1694. Mr. Foley reported from the Committee, who were 

appointed on Thurſdo laſt to inſpect the Books of the Eaſt India Company, and 
alſo the Books of the Chamberlain of the City of London, relating to the Orphans of 
the ſaid City, the ſeveral matters as they appeared to the mitree. 

See the matter of the Eaſt India Company entred at large in the Fournal. 

And as to the Orphans of the faid City, he reported as follows, vis. 

That the Committee found an order of the Common Council for the City of Lon- 
don, dated the 24th of 7Zanuary, 1693. which nominated and appointed Sir Thomas 
Stamp, Sir Francis Child, Sir "Wako Houblon, and Sir William Hedges, Knts. and Al- 
dermen, Sir Henry Furneſe, Knt. Mr. Deputy Ayres, Mr. Gilbert Heathcor, Mr. John 
Johnſon, Collonel Thomas Cuthbert, Mr. Thomas Cudden, Mr. John Harvey, Mr. Da- 
nie! Doruille, Commoners, or any 2 of the ſaid Aldermen, and 4 of the ſaid Commo- 
ners to be a Committee to confider of Ways and Means for ſatisfying the Debts due 
to the ans of this City, and to ſolicite the Parliament for a Bill for that purpoſe, 
in which it is ordered, That Mr. Chamberlain do from time to time iſſue out and pay 
all ſuch Sums of Mony as are required by, and neceſſary for the ſaid Committee, for 
promoting the ſaid Service, and the Members who ſerve for this City in Parliament, 
are defired to be aſſiſting to the ſaid Committee, as there ſhall be occaſion, and Mr. Bor- 
ret, the City Solicitor is to attend the ſaid Committee. 

That the Committee found an Order made by the ſaid Committee, dated the 12th 
day of February, 1693. reciting the ſaid Order of Common Council, and ordering 
that Mr. Chamberlain do pay to the Honourable Sir J. T. Knt. Speaker of the —

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nourable Houſe of Commons, the Sum of One Thouſand Guineas, ſo ſoon as a Bill 
be paſſed into an AQ of Parliament, for ſatisfying the Debts of the Orphans, and other 
Creditors of the ſaid City, which Order was Subſcribed by all the Committee appoint- 
ed by the Common Council, except Sir James Houblon, and Mr. Deputy Ayres, and 
on the back of the ſaid Order was this Indorſement, vgs. 3 kg. 
The within mentioned One thouſand Guineas were delivered and paid unto the Ho- 
nourable Sir J. T. this 224 Day of June, 1694. in the preſence of Sir Robert Clayton 
and Sir James Houblon, which at 22 . Exchange, comes to 1100 /. 
In the Chamberlain's account of Caſh, the Emery is thus, viz. Paid the 22d of 7a- 
ap 1694. by ordet of the Committee, appointed by order of Common Council, to 
conſider of ways and means for ſatisfying the Debts due to the Orphans and other 
Creditors of the City, and to ſollicit the 13 for a Bill to that purpoſe, dated 
the 12th of 7anuary laſt, One Thouſand Guineas, being paid to the Honourable Sir 
J. I. Knight, Speaker of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, purſuant to the ſaid 
Order; which at 22 s. Exchange is 1100v/. | 
That the Committee underſtood Sir Robert Clayton was ill and out of Town, and 
they ſent for and examined Sir James Houblon, who ſaid, he refuſed to fign the Order 
of the Committee of the 1 2:h of February, not approving thereof; and being offered 
a ſecond time, he refuſed it again, and abhorred it. But that Sir Robert Cayton did 
on the 22d of June, 1694. ſend for him to come to him, who accordingly imagining 
it was only to meet ſome Aldermen, went to him, where he found the Chamberlain, 
and at Sir Robert's defire they went together to the Speaker to give him Thanks for 
his pains about the Orphan's Bill; and as ſoon as Sir Robert and He had paſſed a Com- 
pliment on the Speaker, the Chamberlain pull'd out a Note or Bill, which he delivered 
ro the Speaker, which the Speaker took, and preſently they all took their leave of 
him and came away. Sir James Houblon faith, he did not — the Contents of the 
Bill; but the Chamberlain ſaid it was for 1100/7. and that within two or three days 
afterwards the Speaker ſent for the Money, and had it accordingly; but he placed it 
to account, according to the day he delivered the Bill, which was the 22d of 
Ae. 
4 That the Committee obſerved, that the Order of the Committee of the Common 
Council, which now ſtands dated the 1 2h of February, was at firſt date the 13th of 
February; and that the Perſon named therein was put in by a different Hand; and 
examining who firſt wrote the Warrant, Mr. Borret owned it was his Hand-writing ; 
and at firſt ſaid, that be believed the Blank at firſt left therein was filled up with the 
Speaker's Name before the Committee ſigned it, becauſe he believed they would not 
ſer their Hands to a Blank ; but all the Committee who figned (who appeared u 
Summons) declaring moſt of them poſitively, that there was a Blank for the Perfon's 
Name when they ſigned it, and the reſt being doubtful, Mr. Borret afterward ſaid, the 
Blank might be filled up afterwards, but he could not tell the time z Mr. Borrer owned 
he filled up the Blank with another Pen. 
Sir Thomas Stamp was out of Town, and Sir Henry Furneſe was ſick, the reſt ap- 
peared before the Committee. ä 
Sir Francis Child on his Examination owned he had ſubſcribed the Paper of the 
12th of February, as one of the Committee; but faith, he did not attend the Com- 
mittee, nor Sir Robert Clayton when he attended the Speaker, and could give little ac- 


Count of this matter. 


Sir M7liam Hedges owned his Hand to the Order of the Committee, and that he 
was at the Committee who agreed this matter; he ſaith Mr. Borrer, as he thinks, was 

the Perſon who told the Committee the Bill could not paſs without giving that Sum; 
and though the Order was drawn with a Blank, yet the Diſcourſe at the Committee 
was, that the Speaker was the Perſon to whom the Sum was to be given, but he knew 
nothing of the Speaker's being acquained therewith. | 

Mr. Daniel Dorville owned he had ſubſcribed the Order of the Committee, and 
faid, that he attending in the Lobby at the Houſe of Commons upon account of the 
Orphans, Mr. George Finch Merchant told him, that if there were not ſome Guineas 
given that Bill would not go on; and ſaid, Two Thouſand Guineas was neceſſary to 
give him, meaning the Speaker, as he underſtood ; and that Mr. Borret likewiſe de- 
clared his opinion, that Money muſt be given, and he believeth Mr. Borret was the 
firſt that moved it in the Committee, and named the Sum; but after the Committee 
had agreed thereunto, the Bill going on, Mr. Finch asked what they had given, which 
Mr. Dorville refuſed to tell him; but he believes and underſtood, that before the d. N 
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paſſed, or any thing material was done in it, the Speaker had notice of the ſaid Order 
of the Committee, and approved thereof, but knows not whether by Mr. Borrer's means, ; 
or by what other hand. | 

Mr. Thomas Cudden owned his figning of the Order of the Committee, and faith, | 
the firſt Riſe of this matter was, that having proſecuted a Bill for this purpoſe in for- | 
mer Seſſions for a long time without effect, the Committee thought it proper to give 
this Sum to the Speaker for leave for the Bill to be brought in, and it was ſigned by 
the Committee before the Bill was carry'd into the Houſe ; and further ſaith, that 
Mr. Dow/e and Mr. Shephard, and (he thinks) Mr. George Finch (Perſons ſolliciting 
= the Orphans) told him, it would coſt them as much as it would coſt the 

ity. 

Mr. ohn Harvey owned the ſigning of the Order; and that in the Committee there 

was à Diſcourſe of ſeveral Sums to be given to procure the Bill to paſs, ſome naming 
50 l. others 1000 .. ſome 2000 Guineas; but he doth not remember any Perſon na- 
med to receive the ſame, 

Mr. John 7obnſon gave the like Teſtimony. 

Mr. Gilbert Heathcot faith, he was not preſent at any meeting of the Committee, 
but that he was the laſt Perſon chat ſubſcribed the Order, which he did by the Exam- 
ple of thoſe who ſubſcribed before him. 

Coll. Thomas Cuthbert owned his ſubſcribing the Order, and that he was preſent at 
the Committee, where it was agreed to give 1000 Guineas, but knows not the riſe or 
occaſion of it, other than the Clamour of the Orphans; that the City were cloſe hand- 
ed, and thereby had done them no good, which he believes was the reaſon why the City 
did conſent to give 1000 Guineas. 

Mr. Borret being examined, owned he had in the Committee given his Opinion, 
that 1000 Guineas ſhould be given to the Speaker; he faith, after the Order was figned 
it was kept in his hands for a month or fix weeks, and then delivered back by him 
to the Committee. Being asked of his Belief, whether the Speaker knew of this Order 
before the Bill paſſed ; he faith, he doth believe he did know of it; for he, to ſatisfie 
the Clamour of the Orphans, had told their Agent, who he believes had eahe acceſs to 
the Speaker ; bur that from the time of Signing to the time of his Examination, he had 
not been with the Speaker, nor ſent to him, 

That the Coinmittee found another Order of the Committee, nominated by the Com- 
mon Council, dated the 267 of April, 1694. reciting the Order of Common Council, 
and ordering the Chamberlain to pay to Pau! Fodre! Eſq; the Sum of One Hundred 
Guineas for his pains and ſervice in aſſiſting to paſs the Bill in Parliament for fatisfying 
the Debts of the Orphans, and other Creditors of the ſaid City, which was ſubſcribed 
by moſt of the Members of the ſaid Committee, together with Sir James Houblon and 
De uty Airs, who refuſed to ſign the other Order of the 12th of February, on the 
back of which was the like Indorſement, that the One Hundred Guinea's were paid to 
Paul Jodrel Eſq; the 22d of June, 1694. in the preſence of Sir Robert Clayton and 
Sir Janet Houblon, and the Payment thereof was entred in the Chamberlain's Book the 
23d of June, 1694. at 22 s. Exchange, being 110 J. | 

The Members who ſubſcribed that Order owned their Hands, and ſaid, it was after 
the Bill was paſſed. 

That the Committee found in the Chamberlain's Books the ſeveral Payments fol-

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That the Committee underſtood, that the Orphans for the procuring of this Bill 
had given Bond to Mr. Smith and Mr. Charles Nowis to allow them 12 d. in the Pound 


when the Bill paſſed, for their Pains and Charges in that matter; which Contract be- 
ing made void in that Bill, the Court of Aldermen were impower'd to fatisfie them 


their real Expences; upon which they apply'd themſelves to the Court of Aldermen, 


and got a Petition to be ſigned by many of the Orphans, that they were willing, not- 
withſtanding the Act of Parliament, they ſhould be allow'd 12 d. in the Pound. And 
the ſaid Nowrs and Smith brought in a Bill to the faid Committee of their Charges, 
amounting to 3457 J. 16 s. but, as was alledged, they pretend to be a great deal more 
out of Purſe, by which Argument they got Subſcriptions to the ſaid Petition; in which 
Bill there was charged, paid to Mr. George Finch for carrying on the Act 1650 J. And 
Mr. Powſe ſaid, that Mr. Smith told him they were out of Pocket great Sums of Mo- 
ney upon account of the Orphan's Bill. 

And when he was ſollicited to ſubſcribe the Petition for their having 12 d. in the 
Pound, he would have had them take 6 d. To which they reply'd, it would not an- 
_ their Expectation, for they had been out in this matter more than Ten Thouſand 
ound. | 

Mr. Nowis and Mr. Smith being examined here, did utterly deny that they had given 
any Money to any Member of Parliament on account of the ſaid Bill, or knew of 
any to be given; but they were willing to get what they could, having taken a great 


deal of pains in long ſolliciting the ſame. They did further fay, that notwithſtanding 


they charged 1650 J. to be paid to Mr. George Finch, yet they had not paid him any 
Money; but having delivered up his Bond for 12 d. in the Pound, they valued his 
Share of the Orphan's Debt to amount to that Sum. | 

Mr. George Finch being examined, did deny to have received any thing from 
Mr. Nowis or Mr. Smith, or by their Order: But faith, that he did apply himſelf to 
ſeveral of the Orphans for Money, upon Suggeſtion that there was Obſtruct ons to 
the Bill, which mult be removed by Money; and that he did receive 1cc /. from 
Mr. John Chadwick, 100 J. of Mrs. Harvey, 1001. of Mr. Scott, 50 l. of Mr. Hern, 
and had a Promiſe of 100 J. from Sir Zohn Smith, which is not yet paid. 

That the Obſtructions he meant was to take off thoſe who petitioned againſt the 
Duty laid in the ſaid Act upon Wines, and finding the Parties concerned to be very 
many, he did not treat with them, but kept the Money to his own uſe, becauſe he 
had been at Charges in this matter. He did deny his paying any Money to any 
Member of Parliament; but wavering in his Diſcourſe, and being again asked if he 
ever did diſtribute, or knew of any Money diſtributed on account of the Orphans Bill, 
ſaid, it was a hard thing to be asked ſuch Queſtions, which. was all the Committee 
could get from him. 

Mr. John Chadwick and Mr. Hern proved the Payment of the Money to Mr, George 
Finch, but could give no account what he had done therewith. . 

Mr, George Finch denying he received any more Money than that from Mr, Chad- 
wick, &c. amounting to 150/. which, or part thereof, was paid in for his uſe to 
Mr. Hornbyt; and yet being charged by Mr. Notois and Mr. Smith with 1650 J. in 
their Bills, though on their Examination by the Committee they deny'd they had paid 
him any: This Committee thought Mr. Hornby's Books might clear this matter, they 
keeping Mr. Finch's Accounts, and therefore ſent for them. | 

Mr. Nathaniel Hornby came upon their Summons without the Books, and being told 

Difficulty about Mr. Einch's Receipts and Payments, he abſo- 
lutely refuſed to let the Committee have a fight thereof; and ſaid, he would not dif- 
— to any one whatever, what any Perſon owed them, or what they owed any 

erſon. | 

But upon better thoughts he did ſhew his Books, but nothing material appeared 
thereby to this matter. 

Mr. Chiſwell, one of the Company of the Light-Office, informed your Committee, 
that the Crown having been out of Purſe 16 or 17000 J. apply d themſelves to the 
Commons for a Bill to ſettle that matter, which miſcarry ing laſt Seſſions; but one 
Serjeant Iopham, who was alſo one of the Company, told him they muſt do as others 
did, and take another courſe, and if they would have any ſucceſs, they muſt do as the 
Eafſ- India Company had done. - |
